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itlN TER SPORTS SUMMARY 


Other winter sports at 1IBA were no leas hard fought. Hie Varsity Basketball 
tea* suffered through a disappointing season during the 1980-81 campaign, winning 
only four games for the year. With only one returning starter. Coach John Bennett's 
team was plagued by inexperience on the varsity level and by injuries suffered during 
the year. The team laced some of the best competition In Nashville Including two 
games with, twenty-game winners. The team was consistently led by Captain Anderson 
Spickard in scoi ing and by Mike Anderson and Wade Smith in rebounding. Pen Caldwell, 
Scott Tune, and Tim Ford were the playraakers for the Big Reu while Mike Johnson 
and Mike Hutcherson played at center. Highlights of the season were marked by 
victories over David Lipscomb and Hillwood. MSA also traveled to Pearl High School 
for one of the best tea* performances of the year by the Big Red, MBA took the 
Tigers, the eventual state champions, into two overtimes before succumbing 36-31. 

The season ended in a trouncing by Pearl in the district tournament as Spickard, 
Anderson, and Smith led the scoring tor MSA in the finale. Despite the numerous 
losses, the team was always competitive and represented the school well. 

The Junior Varsity basketball season ended in a .500 year (10-10). The team 
was exposed to the leadership of Coach Gideon and Coach Owen during the year. This 
group of young men shows a great deal of promise for .he immediate future and for- 
tunately has some physical sire to io with their natural ability. The leading 
scorer, playing only about half the total time was Ken Downey with 198 points, ably 
supported by Clay Young (147), Terry Watterson (133), also a part-time player, and 
Brooks Corzine (102). Leading free throw shooters (minimum of twenty-five attempts) 
were: Mark Robinson - .7)4, and Hardy Burch -.692. Brooks Corzine and Clay Young 
were the leading rebounders, and Hardy Burch and George Smith made the most things 
happen on defense. The highlight of the season was coming from five points down 
with fourteen seconds left to beat Antioch. 

The Freshman Basketball team record was five wins and seven losses. Starting 
players were John Morrissey, Fletcher Lance, Matt Drury, Will Nowell, and Maynard 
Holt. Coming off the bench in reserve roles were Davidson French. Larry Hayes, 

Mike Fabian, Bill Tlrrill, Alan Jackson, Ken Roberts. Kevin Wolfe, John Edwards, 
and Kip Smith. From this group, a good nucleus will be. formed for the Junior Varsicy 
next year. The team’s coach was Floyd Elliott. 

Varsity Wrestling - Although composed primarily of juniors and sophomores, 
the Varsity Wreafling team had more talent as a whole than previous MBA teams. A c ter 
a respectable first half of the season, the team, sparked by two practices per day 
during Christmas vacation, rebounded to have one of the most successful seasons in 
the history of the school's wrestling program. This success was highlighted by an 
accomplishment never before achieved by an MBA wrestling team — winning the District 
Tournament. In addition, ninety-eight pound Mark Garfinkei became only the second 
wrestler in the school's history to become a State Champion. Along with coach Steve 
VJilliaas, seniors John Wagster , Mark Peffen, Scott Richardson, Joel Slaton, and Don 
Brothers should be thanked for their leadership and dedication in raising the expec- 
tations of the MEA wrestling program. 

The Freshman Wrestling team under the leadership of Coach Gaither and Jerry 
Patterson enjoyed a regular season record of five wins and one loss. Best wrestler c- 
were John Moore and Gary Asher, both second place in the Western Division: Bo Oxford, 
first place in the Western Division; and Steve Rollins, third place in the Wastero 
Division.

The Microbe Wrestling team, under the leadership of Coach Gaither, had a 3-3-1 
record this year and finished fourth in the H.V.A.C. Tournament. Best wrestlers 
included Steve Rollins (first in conference); Bob Ledyard, David Claunch, and Paul 
Richards (second in conference); Chris Sanders, Howard Tidwell, and Paul Soper (third 
in conference). The team was assisted by Jerry Patterson, a former MBA wrestler. 

The Microbe Soccer team experienced a somewhat disappointing year. Under the 
coaching expertise of Coach John Lanier, the team posted a season record of zero 
wins, six losses, and one tie. Derek Bentley and Dawson Thombs led the offense 
while the defense was led by David Bale. In addition, Bobby Thompson controlled 
the flow of the game from his midfield position* The season started with a tie with 
powerful Ensworth and ended in defeat, also at their hands, in the H.V.A.C. tourna- 
ment. Even though the season record was 0-6-1, the hard work of all the people 
involved should be recognized and appreciated. In the years to come, these Microbes’* 
will surely make valuable contributions to both the Junior Varsity and Varsity soccer 
teams. 
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
